bylaws aresenforeed in future, 
and we would strongly advise our 
readers to be a little more careful 
lest they have some additional ex- 
penses added to the present cost 
of living.

tisement and we would advise all 
boys over 19 to read it over care- 
fully. 

It might also be péinted out that 
if you are not 19 years old on June 
1st, you must register within ten 
days after you do reach that age.

Don’t get confused~about this 
registration business. Those who 
must register before June Ist are 
all male ’’British subjects’ over 
19 years old, unless otherwise not 
liable for the first call. For the 
registration on June 22nd every 
mal¢ and female over sixteen years 
of age living in Canada on that 
day, no matter what their na- 
tionality, must register.
